peace  with  the  faid  United  biates  : 
Arui  whereas  fucii  unwarrantable 
meafures,  bei.ng  coiniary  ro  :he 
laws  of  naiiens  and  to  the  duties 
incumbent  on  every  ciii/a-n  of  the  j 
United  Srates,  rend  to  difturb  tlie 
tranquility  of  the  fame,  ;ind  to  in- 
volve them  in  the  calamities  of  . 
■war:  And  v.hcreas  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  Executive  to  take  care  that 
fuch  criminal  proceedings  ihould

to  the  laws,  and  for  pu'lilhing  fuch 
dangerous  and  da.  iug  violations 
thereof.

Lluge,  and  jirocredings,  ii.  to  bi  ing 
to  condign  poJiiflunent  thofe  who 
may  have  been  guilty  thereof,  as  * 
they  regard  the  due  authority  cf 
Oovernment,  and  the  peace  and 
■welfare  of  the  United  Stage's.
